Cost of the Chaffey district to 
educate its pupils is less than the 
average per pupil cost in the coun- 
ty it was revea riled in figures re- 
leased today by Miss Ida M. Col- 
lins, county superintendent of 
schools, In the county were 6787 
pupils last year, with an average 
cost for each, $203.80. 

Chaftey’s 1907 pupils cost $364,- 
460.78, or an average per pupil of 
$188.84 

Only one high se hool district in 
the county had a lower per pupil 
cost. that being Needles, with 129 
pupils average cost of 

1L8E.84 

The expenses of the eight high 
schools totaled $1,383,218.29 with 
the costs ranging from $21,896.64 
for Needies to $544,525.86 for San 
Sermardino. 

According to the figures, Bars- 
union high school had an aver- 
age daily attendance of 123 with 
the averyge expenditure per pupil 
of $250.84. The total costs of the
